INTRODUCTION 


To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors,  Brixham  Urban  District# 

Mr#  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  herewith  my  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  District 
in  1957*  The  Report  has  been  drawn  up  on  the  lines  suggested 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health*  Following  my  Report  is  the  Report 
of  your  Public  Health  Inspector# 


Dr#  D.  K.  MacTaggart  was  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
during  1957.  He  resigned  in  September  of  that  year  to  take 
up  another  appointment  elsewhere,  biit  the  District  was  fortunate 
in  that  Dr.  MacTaggart  acted  as  part-time  M.O.H.  until  a new 
appointment  was  made  on  1st  January  1958# 


Vital  Statistics# 


The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  that  the  resident 
population  increased  by  160  persons  to  a total  of  9^280  people# 
According  to  the  rate  books  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  also 
increased  by  over  80  to  a total  of  3,321. 

There  were  16  more  deaths  than  births  but  although  the 
Standardised  Birth  Rate  at  13»0  per  1,000  persons  is  lower  than 
the  Comparable  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  (16. l),  it  is  higher 
than  during  1956.  Also  the  Standardised  Death  Rate  at  10,6 
per  1,000  population  is  not  only  below  the  Comparable  Rato  for 
England  and  Wales  (11.5)  but  is  lower  than  during  1956* 
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Notifiable  Diseases, 


The  District  escaped  any  major  outbreak  of  illness  during 
1957j  but  there  were  65  cases  of  measles  during  the  summer 
months.  Nine  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  reported,  four  of 
them  affecting  the  lungs. 


I am  grateful  to  Mr.  Godfrey,  Mrs.  Michelmore,  and  other 
members  of  your  staff  for  their  help  in  compiling  this  report 
on  events  which  occurred  during  a year  in  which  I was  not  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.
